7. (original) The laundry hamper device of claim 6, wherein said al leusl one 
biasing member includes a plurality of biasing members, each of said biasing members

biasing members comprises a spring extending between said bottom wall and said bottom 
side of said panel.

or elongate members spaced Irom each other; 
a panel being positioned in said container, said panel leaving a top side, a bottom 
side and a peripheral edge, said panel being mounted on said plurality of 
35 guides such that said panel may be selectively moved between said bottom 
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5 wall and said upper edge, satd panel having a size and shape generally 

equal to an inner perimeter of said coiitainer, said peripheral edge having a 
pluraJity uf slots therein, each ol'said slots being posilioned such that each 
of said guides is positioned in one of said slots; 
at least one biasing member for biwsing said panel uway IVom said holtom wall
